The appioval of the Seoietaiv, Forward Markets Com- 
mission, undei sub-section (1) ot Sect’on 11 of the For- 
ward Contracts (Regulation) Act, 1952 (74 of 1952) read 
with S O No 2462 dated 24th November 1958, has been 
obtained to th ' following amendments made to the B\- 
laws ot the Adorn Groundnutseeds and Oil Merchants 
Association Limited the same having been previously 
placed, on the Notice Board of the Association pursuant 
to Section 11 of the said Act and Rule 11 of the Forward 
Contracts (Regulation) Rules, 1954 

Amendments to Bye-laws 

1 After Bve-law 15 the following new bye-law shall be 
added, namely — 

‘ ljiA The price of the contract for Groundnut oil and 
Gioundnutseeds includes all duties taxes or any 
lorms of Government levies whether Central or 
State except State’s Sales Tax, known at the time 
ot entering into hedge, ready and specific delivery 
contract Anv new imposition and/or variation of 
duties, taxes etc, between the time of entering 
into contract and that of actual delivery is for 
acccount of buyers”. 

2 After by-law 16 the following new bve-law shall be 
added, namely — 

‘16A Groundnutoil shall be delivered at the Seller’s 
godown within Adorn Municipal limits The buyer 
shall pay the cartage charges if the delivery is 
given within a radius of one mile from the Rail- 
way Station Any extra cartage shall be borne by 
the Seller Groundnutseeds shall be delivered at 
the buver s godowm within Adorn Municipal limits 
The cartage charges shall be borne bv the Seller 
if the deliver}, is given within a radius of one 
mile from the Railway Station Any extra cartage 
shall be borne by the buyer” 

3 In bye-law 48, for the words ‘in consultation wnth’ 
occurring in line 5, the words ‘with the concurrence of’ 
shall be substituted 

4 For clause (d) of bye-law 61, the lollowing shall be 
substituted namely — 

"(d) Tender Days Sellers shall have the option of 
issuing delivery orders from the 5th to 25th of the 
delivery month Such delivery orders mav be issu 
ed on Mondays Wednesdays and Fridays falling 
betw'een these dates and also on the 5th and 25th 
even if these dates fall on anv other dav The last 
date for issuing delivery orders in the month oi 
February shall be 24th The Board shall have the 
power to alter the tender days from time to time” 

5 For bs e-law 62, following shall be substituted 
namely ■— 

‘ 62 Delivery orders can be issued on the immediately 
preceding working davs if any of the tender davs 


happen to fall on holidays If on the last date on 
which delivery orders can be issued under these 
bye-law's the market has to be closed ownng to an 
emergency, the President shall have the power to 
fix the next working day for the issue ot the deli- 
very orders". 

6 At the end of bye-law' 63, the following shall be ad- 
ded, namely — 

In the case of delivery orders issued on 24th February 
the bujer must supply containers within 48 hours 
and the seller must complete delivery before the 
end of the delivery month’ 

7 After bve law' 63 the following new' bye-law shall be 
added, namely. — • 

“G3A When a membei stops more than thiee delivery 
orders for groundnutoil issued bv the same 
member the former must ensure that containers 
sufficient to fill 3 000 maunds of oil, at least, are 
always ready at the place of delivery until the 
delivery of oil against all the delivery orders is 
complete”. 

8 In bye-law 64, for the figure and words 4PM’ occur- 
ring in line 4, the figures and w'ords 4-30 PM’ shall be 
substituted 

9 In bve law 71 for the words the ready rate fixed by 
the Clearing House Committee’ the words the Due Date 
Rate fixed bv the Board’ shall be substituted 

10 In bve-law 142, for the figure 5’ occurnng in lines 
3, 6, and 8 the figure 4’ shall be substituted 

11 After clause (g) of b\ e-law 178, the following new 
clause shall be added, namel\ . — 

“(h) The Board shall have the power to appoint addi- 
tional Surveyors with the concurrence of the For- 
ward Markets Commission even after the appoint- 
ment of the Surveyors Panel at the commence- 
ment of each year” 

12 At the beginning of bye law 180, the following shall 
be inserted, namely — 

‘The party desiring to refer a dispute to survey shall 
appoint a surveyor w’lthm 24 working hours of the 
dispute arising and intimate the Association” 

13 For bye-law 197, the following shall be substituted, 
namely — 

‘ 197 The seller shall pav to the buvei on account of 
rejected and unreplaced goods the difference 
between the rate of the delivery order and the 
snot late tulmg on the day of rejection, and he 
shall also pay a penalty of annas 8 per maund in 
case of oil and Rs 5/- per candv in case of oil- 
seeds If the spot rate be lower than the rate of 
the delivery order then the seller shall be entitled 
to receive the difference” 
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14. After bye-law 197, the following new bye-law shall 
be added, namely: — 

"197A. The Daily Rates Committee appointed by the 
Board shall fix the Spot Rates tor oil and seeds 
daily at 2.00 P.M. after taking into consideration 
the .ready market rates and other releycnt cir- 
cum&ances Which it may in its discretion deem 
fit. Thh fates fixed by the Committee shall be 
subject to the right of appeal to the Board whose 
decision shall be final and binding”. 

15. At the end of bye-law 217, the following shall be 
added, namely: — 

“The Board shall have the power to vary the rate of 
laga from time to time with the concurrence of 
the Forward Markets Commission". 

16 Bve-law 258 shall be omitted and bye-laws 259, 260, 
261, 262, 263, 264 and 265 shall be renumbered as 258, 259, 
260, 261, 262, 263 and 264 respectively.
